Martial Law Set 
As Rumors Of New 
Stay ings Hit Iran 


TEHERAN, March 20 (AP) — The shah of Iran proclaimed 


martial law today in this terror-ridden, strategic Middle Eastern 
country, whose oil riches make her position vital in the East- 
West cold war. The martial law, limited to Teheran and im- 
posed for a period of two months, came amid a wave of rumors 
that new terrorism has taken 
lives of Iranian -officials. 
Onejassa8sination March 7 of Amer- 


rumor, totally unconfirmed here, 
is that Governor-General Manou- 
char Egbal of Azerbaijan Prov- 
ince, on the Soviet border, has 
been slain, along with his pro- 
visional chief of police.
